Füll DETAILS OF THE ACCIDENT 


TbP hig h water in the riv er caused 
a disastrous wreck on the Clev eland 
& Pittsburg railroad at Beav er 
last 
night, and the p assenger train due in 
this city sho rtly a fter midnig ht went 
into the riv er a t a po int kno wn a s 
•Bo ne Ho llo w,” a sho rt dista nce fro m 
Jie Bea v er sta tio n. 
Last summer the Clev tiland & Pitts­ 
burg comp any 
straightened 
their 
tracks at this p oint and did away with 
a long curv e. 
The high w ater under­ 
mined the new tracks last night as 
the train known as 41 was on the 
new made track it gav e way and took 
the entire train into the riv er. 
The 
ex p ress car broke away from the bal­ 
ance of the train and has not been 
located. Inside of it is Ex p ress Mes­ 
senger Casey . 
He is aged about 40 
y ears, is unmarried and resides at 
Clev eland. 
The train was about two minutes 
ahead of time and the engine p assed 
ov er the p lace in safety , 
but 
the 
weight of the 
train w^as too much 
for the undermined track and it gav e 
away , carry ing the engine and ev ery 
car into the riv er. 
Engineer 
Albert 
Coughanour 
re­ 
mained with his engine and had his 
foot taken off at the ankle. The fire­ 
man jump ed 
and was 
slightly 
in­ 
jured. 
Passengers on board the train made 
their escap e in ev ery p ossible 
way , 
and strange to say not one w^as in­ 
jured or drowned. 
A hole was cut 
in the car end of the Pullman car to 
p ermit the p assengers to escap e.. 
The train consisted 
of 
fiv e cars, 
sleep er, two coaches, mail and 
bag­ 
gage car, and was drawn by engine 
No. 611, with A. Coughanour, of Clev e­ 
land, as engineer and Frank Bonnell, 
of Clev eland, as conductor. 
Messages were sent to the general 
offices at Allegheny and wreck trains 
were ordered out from both Allegheny 
and Conway . Messages were also sent 
to Rochester and New Brighton and all 
the p hy sicians in the town were hur­ 
tled to the p lace to aid the injured. 
Engineer Coughanour 
was 
caught 
between the engine and tender when 
the train w'ent ov er. He managed to 
free and was p icked up by sò me 
of the p assengers who got out. 
Co nducto r Bonnell managed to also 
tfee himself. 
He struck out for the 
sho re only a few feet away , although 
be was badly cut and bruised by be^ 
ittg thrown against the 
side of the 
car in which he was riding. The Pull­ 
man p orter was rescued as he was 
about to be swep t 
away . 
Baggage- 
master Allen managed to get to the 
sbore, although he was dazed by the 
-av ere shock.

The engine

cannot be located; the baggage car is 
ly ing on its side, while the whole train 
is in the riv er. The Pullman is under 
water with the rear end sticking up .

on the C. & P. at Beaver 
Last Night

Engineer Had His Foot Cut Off, but Hot 


a Passenger Was 


Injured. 


Full DETAILS OF THE ACCIDENT 


The high water in the river caused 
a disastrous wreck on the Cleveland 
& Pittsburg railroad at Beaver 
last 


night, and the passenger train due in 
this city shortly after midnight went 
into the river at a point known as 
Bone Hollow,” a short distance from 
the Beaver station. 
Last summer the Cleveland & Pitts­ 
burg 
company 
straightened 
their 
tracks at this point and did away with 
a long curve. 
The high w ater under­ 
mined the new tracks last night as 
the 
train known as 41 was on the 
new made track it gave way and took 
the entire train into the river. 
The 
express car broke away from the bal­ 
ance of the train and has not been 
located. 
Inside of it is Express Mes­ 
senger Casey. 
He is aged about 40 
years, is unmarried and resides at 
Cleveland. 
The train was about two minutes 
ihead of time and the engine passed 
over the place in safety, 
but 
the 
weight of the 
train was too much 
for the undermined track and it gave 
away, carrying the engine and every 
car into the river. 
Engineer 
Albert 
Coughanour 
re­ 
mained with his engine and had his 
foot taken off at the ankle. The fire­ 
man jumped 
and was 
slightly 
in­ 
jured. 
Passengers on board the train made 
their escape in every possible 
way, 
and strange to say not one was in­ 
jured or drowned. 
A hole was cut 
in the car end of the Pullman car to 
permit the passengers to escape.. 
The train consisted 
of 
five cars, 
sleeper, two coaches, mail and 
bag­ 
gage car, and was drawn by engine 
No. Hit, with A. Coughanour, of Cleve­ 
land, as engineer and Frank Bonnell, 
of Cleveland, as conductor. 
Messages were sent to the general 
offices at Allegheny and wreck trains 
were ordered out from both Allegheny 
and Conway. Messages were also sent 
to Rochester aud New Brighton and all 
the physicians in the town were hur­ 
led to the place to aid the injured. 
Engineer Coughanour 
was 
caught 
between the engine and tender when 
toe train went over. 
He managed to 
Sot free and was picked up by sdine 
the passengers who got out. 
Conductor Bonnell managed to also 
free himself. 
He struck out for the 
toore only a few feet away, although 
be was badly cut and bruised by be­ 
ing thrown against the 
side of the 
ear in which he was riding. The Pull­ 
man porter was rescued as he w'as 
about to be swept 
away. 
Baggage­ 
master Allen managed to get to the 
toore, although he was dazed by the 
revere shock.

When the coach started over the 
books wrere thrown to the other side 
of the coach and in a short time he 
found himself at the same place. The 
passengers wrere compelled to get out 
the 
best way they could, some 
es­ 
caping through the doors, 
but 
the 
majority got through the 
windows. 
The passengers in the rear coaches 
were compelled to climb over the other 
cars in order to keep out of the water, 
which was very shallow at that point. 
He stated that the engineer had his 
foot 
caught 
between 
the 
fender, 
which runs from the 
cab of the en­ 
gine to the tender, and cut off at the 
instep. 
He got off the 
engine 
and 
climbed to the bank, where he was 
found by the passengers holding 
his 
foot in both hands endeavoring to stop 
it from bleeding. 
He was carried to 
the Beaver station and taken on the 
special train this morning to

ville. 
All the lights in the train were ex­ 
tinguished when the accident occurred 
except the lights in the front of 
the 
smoker, and the passengers 
started 
out to gather wood to build a fire, and 
although 
they walked almost a mile 
none could be found. 
He received a 
bad shaking up. 
Jam es Martin, of East End. 
was 
also a passenger on the train. He was 
I asleep when the wreck occurred and 
supposed that a head-on collision had 
taken place. 
He started to the rear 
end of the car and it toppled over, but 
he never lost his feet. 
He first asked 
if any person was hurt and then went 
out the door, escaping any injury. 
This morning a special train was 
run up from Wellsville and the pas­ 
sengers were brought down. The mail 
was also Ashed out and some of the 
baggage was recovered. 
The place this morning presents a 
woe begone appearance. 
The engine 
is lying about one-fourth in the river, 
while the cab is broken to pieces. The 
tender is upside down, the express car 
cannot be located: the baggage car is 
lying on its side, while the whole train 
is in the river. The Pullman is under 
water with the rear end sticking up.

A telegram received at Beaver this 
afternoon stated that the ill-fated ex­ 
press car struck a pier of the Panhan­ 
dle bridge at Steubenville shortly be­ 
fore noon today and went to pieces. 
The only part of the car saved was 
the roof. 
The body of the express 
messenger was not recovered and it 
is not expected that it will be found 
for several weeks. 
The portion of the foot of the engi­ 
neer that was cut ofT was found by 
the wrecking crew this morning. 
It is now stated that the only thing 
that saved the entire train from go­ 
ing into the river was the large amount 
of small trees along the bank, which 
impeded the progress. 
An express package 
addressed to 
W. J. Raney, Cleveland, 
was 
found 
floating in the river at Wellsville this 
morning. 


Council last night appointed a com­

McLane then took a hand in the dis­ 
cussion and stated that one of the 
oldest motormen on the line had told 
him the cars were fitted with 
25- 
horse power motors, while they were 
hauling 50 horse power 
loads. 
He 
stated that the 
car which got away 
on the Washington street hill a few 
days ago had been condemned. 
Marshall again took 
a 
hand and 
said: 
“They are getting deeper 
in 
the mire every day. 
If it is possible, 
it is our duty to see that the com­ 
pany give the public better service. 
The people have no other way than 
through council. 
The company may 
be trying to improve matters, 
but 
there is no outward sign at least. 
I 
understand Mr. Healy told Mr. Peach j 
that Mr. Hoefgen was going to St. 
Louis this week 
to 
purchase new 
cars.” 
Nice then stated that the public de­ 
manded better service. 
Mr. Peach then closed the discus­ 
sion by saying: 
“The company should be overhauled 
from start to finish. 
The trouble is 
there seems to lie no head. 
The em­ 
ployes show patrons no courtesy. You 
can stand on the road and wave at a 
car which is not nearly filled and it 
will not eveu stop, and the motor­ 
man will laugh at you as he goes by. 
They are not complying with their 
franchise. They should run as their 
franchise says they shall run. 
Mr. 
Healy, I think, is doing the best he 
can do, but I think his hands are tied. 
The public is not getting the service 
they require. 
“I have had it told to me, and a 
good many people give as a reason 
for the 
poor service, both 
in 
the 
street car service and street lighting, 
is because Healy is solid with coun­ 
cil. 
“If he is solid with any councilman 
I would like that councilman to say 
so. 
The people believe it, however.

$3; 
two horse buggy or express wagon, 
$5; two horse omnibus, $5; four horse 
omnibus, $7; for each hearse, $10; six 
horse omnibus, $10; two horse wagon 
used for purpose of hauling. $5; four 
horse wagon. $8; each 
wagon 
not 
used for hauling, but used for hire, 
drawn by one horse, $3; two horses, 
$5; three horses. $6; four horses, $7. 
The mayor gets IO cents per license 
and the ordinance goes iu effect Jan­ 
uary I, 1901. 
All vehicles shall have on them In 
a conspicuous place a number not less 
than I Va idles in size and the penalty 
for violating the ordinance is $10 and 
costs.

GASOLINE LAMPS PURCHASED 


They W ill Be Used to Light Up 
the Suburban Districts 
and W ill 


COST THE CITY ONLY $12 50 EACH 


The suburban districts of the city 
will soon be lighted, but they will not 
be illuminated with electric light be­ 
cause it costs too much. 
Council last night decided to buy 
40 gasoline lights, manufactured 
by 
the Reserve Foundry company at a 
cost of $12 50 per light. 
McLane started the ball rolling by 
bringing up the bill of the Ceramic 
City Light company, which had been 
referred back to the company at the 
last meeting. 
He told of the meeting of the com 
mittee with Manager Healy and said 
the manager had agreed to turn the 
lights on at 5 p. rn. and let them burn 
until daylight. The bill was paid after 
some deduction for outage had been 
made. 
Peach wanted to know if the chair­ 
man of the light committee had per­ 
sonal knowledge of the lights being 
out early in the morning. 
McLane replied that he had not, but 
that two employes of the Dresden pot­ 
tery had watched them for him for 
one week and reported the same to 
him. 
He then brought up the subject of 
the gasoline lights 
and 
said 
they 
would cost $12 50 per light, and it did 
not cost more than 8 cents per week 
to run them and 
the 
company fur­ 
nished a man to look after them. 
Arnold said they would do all right 
in the suburbs and moved that the 
committee be instructed to purchase 
40 lights. Smith seconded. 
A representative of the 
company 
said they were willing to take half 
their money down and the city’s paper 
for the balance for four months with­ 
out interest. 
Nice wanted the committee to enter 
into a contract with the company and 
also get a guarantee, as the city wish­ 
ed to know what it was getting before 
It spent $500. 
With the consent of Arnold 
and 
Smith, Peach had inserted in 
the 
motion that an arc light be placed at 
the corner of 
Walnut 
and 
Forest 
streets. 
McHenry was not in favor of gaso­ 
line lights and said they would not do 
for a city as much up-to-date as East 
Liverpool. 
Marshall did some figuring and an­ 
nounced that the first cost 
of 
the 
lights would be about $1,000, or equal 
to 13 arc lights. 
The motion was then put and car­ 
ried, and in a short time the suburbs 
of the city will be ablaze with light
